EDITORIAL : 

The r e are people in Congress who are pledging to help 
Reagan teep bis campaign pronse of no tan increases -- except 
over his dead bod? I say give those eongresspecple all the 
sapport yon can get to them 

The Reagan administration hysteria over poor little 
Nicaragua has stepped op a feu notches since the election. How 
dare Nicaragua try to buy toe HiS 21 (a 25 year old fighter) 
without US penission! The lajor threat to Nicaragua!! secant? 
is the US and its paid mercenaries operating oot of Honduras 
from US-built and US-supported bases. The US also is patrolling 
off both the Pacific and Caribbean coasts of Nicaragua, and 
violating Nicaragua airspace with Military aircraft. And yet 
the Reagan administration says Nicaragua's 60,000 aan armed 
forces are trying to equip themselves to a level beyond what 
they need for defese. If you ask me, Nicaragua could never 
obtain sufficient lilitary light with which to defend theiselves 
froi the US. 

Will Nicaragua attack a neighboring Central American 
country, like Honduras, for eiampie? With enemy fleets off both 
coasts to blockade sea supply, and enemy control of the air 
overhead, with 8-10,000 mercenary soldiers acting as rebels 
inside Nicaragua, with lilitary and economic clients of their 
enemy on every border, with a population less than the State of 
Oregon, and an area about half that of Oregon and with fewer 
natural resources except for coffee and bananas, can YOU believe 
they will make such an attack' 

On the other hand, I'm sure the US could never show the 
same restraint showed by Nicaragua what if Russia conducted 
continuous joint military maneuvers for the past 4 years, 
building air bases and training camps from which 10,000 paid 
mercenaries raided into Texas and Arizona to mine ports, destroy 
power transmission facilities and oil refineries, assasinated 
town mayors and school teachers. What if Russian artillery 
spotters and aircraft controlled mortar batteries located inside 
Mexico and aimed at US military estabiishmets inside the US? If 
the Mexican govt fai led to suppress these activities, I'i 
certain the US military would hesitate for about 10 minutes 
before taking action. 

Well, Nicaragua has suffered these precise conditions for 
several years. Just substitute the US for Russia, and Honduras 
for Mexico in my hypothetical example above

1 wish Joe Kott bad put forth an alternate 
political position wbicb he feels is defensible to rational 
people. Here's a provocative thought: 

It is generally easier for a president of the party 
opposite a given position to take action for that position. 
E.g., it's easier for a Deaocrat to go to war, though Deaos like 
war less than Republicans . it's easier for Republicans to 
increase govt controls like wage-price freezes, and aore 
regulation, and a higher deficit . Vhy? Because when 
Republicans want to go INTO a war, the Deaocrats say NO NO NO. 
But if a Democratic president tries to go to war, the Deaos say 
OK, and so do the Repubs. Likewise if a Deao tries to increase 
the deficit by raising spending, the Repubs say NO NO NO. BUT, 
if a Repub president spends too aucb, the Repubs say OK, and so 
do (aost of) the Deaos.

The 
winner is tbe player with the largest population when you decide 
to cease playing. 

Exploration is conducted witb transports and warships. 
Ships are built by players froa a aeau of 8 warships, divided 
aaong saail. aediua and large classes A warship class aay also 
be redesigned and renaaed. I was unable to successfully 
redesign any but a saal! class of ship. I couldn't get aediua 
and large classes to take a speed characteristic and thereby 
exit the design aode of the prograa. Players aay also build 
trading ships to transport goods between planets. Transport 
shir-s carry only araies and colonists

Warships Bust be assigned tc a task force and given one of 
& aissions, including Garrison. Repair. Patrol. Conserve Raid, 
Embargo and Hove. Coabat Bight occur at the end of one of the 
two aove phases each turn. Coabat aay occur between warships, 
or between ships and planets. EneBy planets aay be captured, or 
lust purged of all civilization 

Most of the gaae is played on the series of text screens. 
There is a strategic aap. a 20x40 dot grid showing all the star 
systeas. A systea aay have froa 0 to 2 habitable planets. 
There is a tactical aap showing approxiaately 1M the strategic 
Bap, with star systeas and task forces displayed in larger siie. 
friendly task forces are shown, along with the presence of task 
forces of other players in systeas containing friendly task 
forces. 

Hie gaae aoves very quickly and is fun to play No one has 
to look away froa the screen for very long while another player 
does a portion of a turn. The phases are broken up so long 
periods of inactivity are avoided. The aulti-player feature and 
diploaacy with the coipeter players sake this a fnn gaae of aany 
possibilities in play and outcoae
